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CENTRE CELEBRATES 5 YEARS 


In the year 1953, three very 
energetic men were broadcasting a 
well-received Scandinavian hour 
over station C.K.U.A. every Sunday 
afternoon. They were Mr. Oivind 
Madsen, Mr. Erik Pedersen and Mr. 
Ernst Almerling. They developed an 
IDEA. What was this idea? Simply 
that Scandinavians should bond to¬ 
gether to provide for themselves a 
meeting place. They met at the 
home of Mr. Sverre Madsen to dis¬ 
cuss the IDEA further. To get 
things moving they decided to ask 
each Nordic group to send two re¬ 
presentatives to a joint meeting. 

This was done, and the repre¬ 
sentatives met on October 4, 1953 
at the Y.M.C.A. in downtown Ed¬ 
monton. It was an historic meeting

contribution to Canadian Culutre of 
what is good in the background and 
culture of Scandinavia.

for it marked the beginning of 
what was to become THE SCAN¬ 
DINAVIAN CENTRE CO-OPERA¬ 
TIVE ASSOCIATION LTD., com¬ 
monly known as “THE SCANDI¬ 
NAVIAN CENTRE.” 

Mr. Sigurd A. Sorenson presided 
over the first meeting and Mrs. 
Margaret Eliasson recorded the first 
minutes. Each of the following as¬ 
sumed responsiblities of probing 
further into the dream of a Scandi¬ 
navian Centre:

Although each phase in the de¬ 
velopment of the Scandinavian Cen¬ 
tre has a long history and involves 
many people, in this brief story the 
following outline only will suffice. 
March 20, 1954 — First Annual 
Scandinavian Night — South Side 
Legion. 


And so with the opening of the 
Centre, the idea of the radio broad¬ 
casters was fulfilled — a meeting 
place, a social Centre for Scandina¬ 
vians was provided. It is a beehive 
of activity — socials, folk-dancing, 
meetings, and many other activities. 

The second objective of the Cen¬ 
tre was formulated at the official 
opening when two pioneers — MR. 
EMIL SKARIN and MR. GUSTAV 
ALGOT laid the comer stone. The 
plaque on that comer stone reads: 

“DEDICATED TO THE SCAN¬ 
DINAVIAN PIONEERS OF WEST¬ 
ERN CANADA.” 

June 20, 1964. 

It is hoped that an Anthology of 
“Scandinavian Pioneers” will be 
published from the pioneer stories 
appearing in the Scandinavian News 
from month to month. Imaginative 
directors will no doubt find other 
ways to honor our Scandinavian 
pioneers to whom we owe so much. 

The third objective is to assist 
Scandinavians to make a greater 


each year in Alberta’s finest thea¬ 
tre — The Jubilee Auditorium. 

Money was needed to reach the 
objectives of the Centre. Through 
the years, shares at $50.00 were 
sold to raise the capital needed. 
From the beginning it was a diffi¬ 
cult task because Scandinavians 
were reluctant to invest in what 
seemed such an uncertain venture. 
It was therefore that a series of 
share-selling campaigns were or¬ 
ganized. When the Centre was 
opened at an approximate cost of 
$150,000, all but $40,000 had been 
raised through share-selling. To-day 
the Centre is paid for, and it has 
a substantial bank account. 

Because of a PAY-AS-YOU-GO 
policy, the Centre has no financial 
worries. 

Through the years, it has been 
a policy at all Annual Meetings to 
elect directors, so that all five na¬ 
tional groups will have fair repre¬ 
sentation on the Board of 15 direc¬ 
tors. At the organization meeting,

Father's 
Special Day 

It all goes to prove that father 
is a modest man. Father’s Day, as 
we know it, had to be started by 
a woman. 

In 1910 a mother, Mrs. John 
Bruce Dodd of Spokane, Washing¬ 
ton, proposed the idea of a special 
day to honour father. The Spokane 
Ministers Alliance and the Y.M.C.A. 
developed and promoted it. Since 
then, despite the callow humour 
aimed at father, he is top man in 
his family’s affections and the day 
has become tremendously popular. 


Of course, fathers were honoured 
long before 1910. The Greeks set 
aside a day for gifts to all fathers. 
The Chinese went one better and 
used two days—one in spring and 
one in autumn, as special occasions 
for fathers. 

In Europe Father’s Day celebra- 
tins took many forms. The Germans 
made it a convivial occasion, a time 
of wine and song. The queerest 
twist to it was in the Balkans, where 
a day was set aside when father 
was hound to a bed or chair and 
held fast for ransom. The ransom 
was gifts to the family. Canadians 
have more subtle means of attaining 
the same end — all through the 
year. 


Odd twists also come up on this 
side of the Atlantic. A group of 
Pennsylvanians tiled to promote the 
dandelion as the Father’s Day flow¬ 
er on the grounds that “the more 
it is trampled on the more it grows.” 
This idea didn’t have the survival 
power of either the dandelion or 
father, it died in the year of its 
birth, 1924. 

Perhaps President Coolidge got 
tlie closest to the spirit of the day 
when he said “the widespread ob¬ 
servance of this occasion is cal¬ 
culated to establish more intimate 
relations between fathers and their 
children and also to impress upon 
fathers the full measure of their 
obligations.”

Fifteen years of service to the 
Scandinavian Centre must set a rec¬ 
ord in perseverance, devotion and 
hard work.

As a young man in Finland he 
used to enjoy kayak canoeing and 
cross-country races in which “you 
could easily get lost” running 
through the country’s thick forests. 

HOPES FOR INCREASE 

In Canada he would like to do 
some hunting and fishing and even 
try some more canoeing. With more 
than 60,000 Finnish-born immi¬ 
grants now living in Canada, many 
of them working at such rugged 
jobs as mining and lumbering, he 
should get some invitations to share 
in outdoor activities. 

Although Canada isn’t much of 
an export outlet to a country which 
specializes in forest and agricultural 
products, Finland has been success¬ 
ful on a small scale in exporting 
specialized heavy machinery, various 
cheeses, plywood and incidentals 
such as fishing tackle. 

The country expects to increase 
its exports to Canada this year to 
$10,000,000 from $4,000,000 in 
1968. 

Finland imported $7,000,000 
worth of goods from Canada in 
1968, mostly wheat. 


Honger Lennard Sumelius appears 
confined in his new office in Fin¬ 
land’s embassy suite, located six 
floors up in an office-apartment 
building on the south bank of the 
Ottawa River. 


The new Finnish ambassador is a 
big man, standing about six-foot-one 
and weighing more than 200 
pounds. He doesn’t look comfortable 
hemmed in by filing cabinets and 
copies of Who’s Who in Canada. 

Despite having worked in govern¬ 
ment offices since a term in the 
Finnish defence department during 
Finland’s “winter war” with Russia 
in 1939-40, Mr. Sumelius’ clear blue 
eyes begin to sparkle when he talks 
about fishing and hunting and for¬ 
ests, not trade figures. 

He came to Canada in March 
after diplomatic stints that included 
East Germany, Norway, Yugosla¬ 
via, Brazil and Sweden.

Sweden Will 
Ban Boxing 

Justice Minister Herman Kling 
said Monday he will introduce par¬ 
liamentary legislation banning pro¬ 
fessional boxing in Sweden. 

King told Parliament’s legal com¬ 
mittee, which must approve the text 
of the bill, that it should conform 
with the recommendations for a 
ban made by the five-nation Nordic 
Council at a recent meeting in 
Stockholm. 

The minister said that at this 
stage he does not intend to pro¬ 
pose a ban on amateur boxing but 
this will be studied later. 


His favorite hobby in Finland was 
reforestation, which requires an ob¬ 
vious amount of patience.

Bilingualism in the Ontario Courts - Part II 


Eventually responsible govern¬ 
ment came to the new Province of 
Canada and Lord Elgin was sent 
out to inaugurate the new era. In 
1848 he persuaded the Imperial 
Parliament to amend the Act of 
Union and restore French as an of¬ 
ficial language. Quebec and Toron¬ 
to were made alternate capitals 
after the burning of the Parliament 
buildings in Montreal. 

By 1850 Canada West had a 
larger population than Canada East, 
but its representation in the legis¬ 
lature remained unchanged. It soon 
became apparent that the duality 
attempted by the Act of Union 
would not work. The existence of 
two peoples, divided by race, reli¬ 
gion, language, social customs and 
systems of law, each inhabiting a 
separate part of the country made 
self-government increasingly diffi¬ 
cult. Canada East was largely 
French speaking and Canada West 
overwhelmingly English speaking. 
Each had equal representation in 
the Legislature. This dualism en¬ 
sured an almost chronic source of 
sectional rivalries and disputes. 
Every cabinet had to have two 
heads and two distinct halves. It 
had to have the support of each 
half of the legislature. A majority 
of the members from Canada East 
could not make up for a minority 
from Canada West and vice versa. 
Neither half of the country would 
submit to rule by the other half. 
The dualism meant small majorities, 
short-lived governments, frequent 
elections and a permanent condition 
of government instability. Between 
1854 and 1864 there were ten 
changes of Ministry. It seemed im¬ 
possible to escape from the frustra¬ 
tions of the dualism of the Act of 
Union. As Professor A. L. Burt put 
it in A Short History of Canada for 
Americans, at page 167: 

“One thing was now clear to the 
the public men of the province; the 
Union Act had to go. French Cana¬ 
dian nationalism and English Cana-, 
dian nationalism were too distinct 
and too strong to be squeezed to¬ 
gether under one government and 
one parliament. They needed sepa¬ 
rate governments and parliaments, 
and yet they could not part com¬ 
pletely.” 

The difficulty of making the par¬ 
liamentary system work had become 
so great that it forced the political 
leaders, John A. Macdonald and 
George Brown to form a coalition 
government. There were two plans 
for the solution of the problem, 
one for the reorganization of Can¬ 
ada on a federal basis and the 
other for the inclusion of the mari¬ 
time provinces with Canada in a 
federal scheme. Eventually, after 
conferences at Charlottetown and 
Quebec in 1864 and a meeting in 
London in 1866, the Dominion of 


Canada was established by the 
British North America Act, 1867. 

This Act, an English statute, was 
“An Act for the Union of Canada, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
and the Government thereof; and 
for Purposes connected therewith”. 
The first two paragraphs of the re¬ 
cital are interesting: 

“Whereas the Provinces of Can¬ 
ada, Nova Scotia, and New Bruns¬ 
wick have expressed their Desire to 
be federally united into One Dom¬ 
inion under the Crown of the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland with a Constitution similar 
in Principle to that of the United 
Kingdom. 

And whereas such a Union would 
conduce to the Welfare of the Prov¬ 
inces and promote the Interests of 
the British Empire:” 

The Act provided for the separa¬ 
tion of the Province of Canada in¬ 
to the Provinces of Quebec and On¬ 
tario, and for die admission of other 
British Colonies into the Union. 

The Confederation established by 
the Act was a political union of 
the British colonies referred to. And 
it may fairly be stated that one of 
the essential purposes of the Fathers 
of Confederation was to rescue Can¬ 
ada from the kind of duality which 
had been attempted by the Union 
Act of 1840 with such disastrous 
results. 

Section 133 was an essential ele¬ 
ment in the scheme of Confedera¬ 
tion. It guaranteed to the new 
Province of Quebec the equality in 
status of the French and English 
languages in the Legislature and in 
the Courts of Quebec and it pro¬ 
vided for similar equality of status 
in the new Parliament of Canada 
and in the federal Courts. This 
equality of status was gladly ac¬ 
cepted by the French speaking 
spokesmen for Lower Canada. It is 
significant that this equality of sta¬ 
tus was not extended to the Prov¬ 
inces of Ontario, Nova Scotia or 
New Brunswick. There is no justi¬ 
fication for assuming that the Fath¬ 
ers of Confederation intended any 
such extension. On the contrary, it 
is clear that they intended that it 
should not extend to these prov¬ 
inces. This intention was deliberate 
on their part. It may fairly be as¬ 
sumed that if there had been any 
attempt to make French an offi¬ 
cial language in the Legislature of 
Ontario or in the Courts of Onta¬ 
rio, George Brown would have left 
the coalition with the result that 
Confederation would have been set 
back or would never have been ac-. 
complished at all. Similarly, it may 
be fairly be assumed that if any 
attempt had been made to make 
French an official language in Nova 
Scotia or New Brunswick it would 
have been strenuously opposed by 


Tupper and Tilley. I find support 
for this assumption in the views ex¬ 
pressed by Professor D. G. Creigh¬ 
ton, our most distinguished Cana¬ 
dian historian. 

If section 133 is to be regarded 
as a guaranteeing section the guar¬ 
antee must be construed as limited 
as specified in the section. It fol¬ 
lows as a necessary consequence 
that, except as specified in the sec¬ 
tion, English is the only official 
language of Canada. Certainly, it 
is the only official language of On¬ 
tario. 

Section 133 of the British North 
America Act must be regarded as 
one of the essential conditions on 
which the Provinces of Canada, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
entered into Confederation and on 
which other provinces joined the 
Union. It follows that any legisla¬ 
tion either by Parliament or by the 
Legislature of Ontario that would 
attempt to make French an official 
language or endow it with a status 
equal to English in an area where 
it is not now an official language 
or does not now have such a status 
would be in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of section 133 and be a 
breach of a fundamental condition 
of Confederation. 

If there is to be any extension of 
French as an official language or 
its equality of status with English 
beyond the ambit of the limits spe¬ 
cified by section 133 this can be 
accomplished by only an amend¬ 
ment of the British North America 
Act which would have to be enacted 
by the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom. 

Thus there is no historical or con¬ 
stitutional justification for introduc¬ 
ing bilingualism in the Ontario 
courts. 

It follows from my comments on 
the second question suggested to 
me that any answer to the second 
part of the first question is that it 
is not within the competence of 
Parliament or the Legislature of On¬ 
tario to enact legislation that would 
make French an official language 
in the Ontario Courts either in crim¬ 
inal or in civil matters. 

The third question suggested to 
me is hypothetical. For my part, 
the fact that Parliament may give 
an accused person the right to be 
tried in French does not warrant 
the introduction of bilingualism in 
the Ontario Courts in a civil case. 

Notwithstanding the precise 
terms of section 133 and the de¬ 
liberate intention of the Fathers of 
Confederation to save the New 
Canada from the kind of duality 
that had been such a failure in the 
old Province of Canada, an intensive 
attempt is now being made to create 
a dual English-French Canadian 
nationality in Canada and to force 


its acceptance on the people of 
Canada on the ground that it is es¬ 
sential to Canadian unity.' The sug¬ 
gestions that the Courts of Ontario 
should be bilingual is a specific 
example of the steps that are being 
attempted to further the realization 
of this concept. It is now being 
urged that the interpretation which 
has been placed on section 133 of 
the British North America Act, such 
as the one that I have expressed, 
is a narrow legalistic one and ought 
to be rejected on the ground that 
it is not in accord with the true 
meaning and spirit of Confederation. 
A new theory of Confederation has 
been devised by the proponents of 
the concept. Their contention is that 
Confederation was essentially a 
compact of linguistic and cultural 
equality between the*French on the 
one hand and the English on the 
other, including in the latter the 
Scottish and the Irish and others 
of various origins, including many 
of German origin. Those who ad¬ 
vance this theory contend, in effect, 
that it was intended by Confedera¬ 
tion that Canada should be an 
English-French dual nationality 
country in which French Canadians 
might feel at home wherever they 
go. There is no historical support 
for the contention. It is a distortion 
of history. As I have stated, Con¬ 
federation was a political union of 
the British Colonies of Canada, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
The contention that it was a com¬ 
pact of equal linguistic and cultural 
partnership between the French and 
the English is purely an invention 
of comparatively recent origin which 
has been adopted by French Cana¬ 
dian nationalists and, unfortunately, 
by some other Canadians. 

There are several other reasons 
for the opinion that the introduc¬ 
tion of bilingualism in the Ontario 
Courts is not justified, but I shall 
confine myself, for the time being, 
to only one further comment. 

It has been urged in support of 
the various measures that have been 
put forward for the advancement 
of bilingualism as a matter of offi¬ 
cial right that they are essential to 
Canadian unity. 

I do not believe that these mea¬ 
sures will promote Canadian unity. 
I know from speeches that I have 
made to 42 Canadian Clubs across 
Canada from Arvida in Quebec to 
Victoria in British Columbia and to 
meetings on behalf of the Canadian 
Citizenship Council across Canada 
from St. John’s in Newfoundland to 
Victoria in British Columbia that 
there are countless thousands of 
Canadians who are deeply concern¬ 
ed with the attempts that are being 
made to force bilingualism and a 
French-English dual Canadian na¬ 
tionality on the people of Canada 


and strongly resent the attempt t< 
change the character of Canada anc 
that is involved in these measures. 

I am firmly of the opinion tha 
the proposed measures are recessiv< 
in character and am fearful that 
far from advancing national unity 
they will almost inevitably become 
a source of discord and dissension, 
similar to what has happened in 
Belgium. 

Under the circumstances, al¬ 
though I am not an Ontario lawyer, 
I believe that I may fairly urge 
that the lawyers of Ontario should 
be in the forefront of resistance to 
the suggestion that bilingualism 
should be introduced in the On¬ 
tario Courts and the attempt to 
push Ontario back into the position 
of French-English duality that is 
being threatened. 


THE 'ONLY PLACE' 
TO LIVE 

AALBORG, Denmark — To con¬ 
noisseurs around the world, Aalborg 
is the place where some of the 
world’s best aquavit is distilled. 

Aquavit — water of life — is the 
powerful stuff which Scandinavians 
use to wash down their cured sal¬ 
mon, smoked eel, pickled herring 
and boiled baby shrimps. 

To the 125,000 residents of the 
city, less than an hour by air from 
Copenhagen, Aalborg is the only 
place in the world to live. And to 
an inquisitive visitor who takes a 
day or two to explore, it turns out 
to be a pleasant surprise. 

For more than 1,000 years, Aal¬ 
borg has been a centre for Scandi¬ 
navian business, industry, and ship¬ 
ping. It is a bustling place, but it 
isn’t all business today. Along the 
main street is a charming old-world 
town with crooked lanes, curious 
little shops, cross-timbered houses 
and thatched roofs. 

There are fashionable boutiques, 
intriguing little taverns and wine 
cellars, quaint medieval churches 
and flamboyant baroque palaces. 
Most flamboyant of all is the Stone 
House built by merchant Jens Bang 
in the early 1600s. Underneath 
Bang’s house is the Duus Cellar, 
one of Aalborg’s oldest taverns, 
which features vintage wines, cold 
beer and such specialties as nun’s 
blood, a powerful wine concoction, 
and Valhalla mead, a traditional 
Viking brew. 

During the German occupation of 
the Second World War, members of 
the Danish underground used the 
Stone House as a sanctuary for their 
activities. 

It was at this time that The Hon¬ 
orable Guild of Christian IV was 
formed. This private club refused 
admittance to the Germans and this 
so enraged them that they bombed 
part of the building in 1944.

HEYERDAHL TO CROSS 
ATLANTIC 

Thor Heyerdahl, 54, the Norwe¬ 
gian scientist-explorer who won 
world fame for his Kon-Tiki balsa 
raft expedition across the South 
Pacific in 1947, plans to cross the 
Atlantic this spring in a boat made 
of papyrus. Named “Ra” after the 
sun god Ammon-Ra, the craft is 
patterned after the papyrus boats 
depicted on the walls in the Pha- 
raos’ graves. 

“Ra” will have a crew of seven 
men from as many different coun¬ 
tries. As companions on his voyage, 
Heyerdahl has selected a Soviet 
physician, an Italian underwater 
photographer, an African boat- 
builder from Chad, a Frenchman, 
a Mexican, and an American yachts¬ 
man. Heyerdahl hopes his expedi¬ 
tion will be permitted to sail un¬ 
der the flag of the United Nations, 
On Secretary General U Thant’s 
advice, he has sent a written re¬ 
quest to U.N. 

Toward the end of May, the 
papyrus boat is scheduled to sail 
from Safi, on the Atlantic coast of 
Morocco. Following the Canaries 
current and the trade winds, “Ra” 
is expected to reach land some¬ 
where between the West Indies 
and the Amazones.
